The little t.iwn <>f S— in Southern 
Nebraska is noted for two things— 

The amount of oorn loaded there 
in ti single season, and the standing 
of the baseball team among other 
teams or the West— both a aouroe 
of pride to the people of the town. 
The record of the baseball team for 
three seasons preceding 1900 was a 
remarkable one. They had not 

only beaten all the semi profession- 
al teams in the Republican valley, 
hut they had invaded Kansas as 

well, and had taken the leading 

teams of that stale into camp after 
many a hard fought battle On the 

diamond The unhroken line of 

victories had attracted the atten- 
tion of the manager of the Western

More than II persons died of con- 
sumption in New York State each 
da\ in February, according to the 

returns made to the State Depart- 
ment of Health and published in its 

last report. The same monthly 
bulletin calls attention to the fact 
that the State Department of Health 
now requires the registration of all 

oases of tuberculosis and urg 
local Hoards of Health to include in 
its ordinance regarding the report- 
ing of contagious diseases the word 
" Tubsroulosl 

The fact that 487 of these Feb- 
ruary deaths from consumption oo- 
our red in communities outside of 
New York. Buffalo, Rochester, 
Y tinkers and Troy, the only cities 
in the State now requiring re 

I rat ion, is pointed to by those 
iving to prevent tuberculosis as 
conclusive evldenoe that this new 
regulation should be put into idled 
at once. That S3 out 01 the St! 
cities in the United States with 

populations of over 48,000 require 

such reporting, is cited as proof 
lhat plan for registration and 
reporting of consumption is gaining 
ih throughout tlu> country 
and will soon be regarded as of 
equal importance with the report - 

ingot other Infectious and com- 

iniinicable difl I'" meet the 

objection that has been sometimes 

raised that such registration in- 
rndes Upon the pi the indi- 

vidual and interferes with the con 
fnleniial relation of physician and 
patient, data has been gathered, 
showing conclusively that neither 
of the well founded. 

According to the investigations thai 



have been made on this point, in 
cities where reports 1 are required 
such reports can be, and are, kept 
privates ami no Inconvenience or 
harm is experienced by patient or 
physician. 

The exerienoe of New York City 
seems to show the definite and 
practloal value of the plan now 
proposed adoption, for since 1894, 
when reporting was first required 
there has been a steady increase in 
Manhattan and the Bronx from 
41,66 cases reported to 28,098 cases 
reported lust year, corresponding 
with and partly resulting in the 
well known deciease in the death 
rate from tuberculosis in this city. 
Here the Board of Health requires 
all hospitals, dispensaries and phy- 
sicians to report cases of tuber- 
culosis and furnishes addressed 
postal cards for this purpose, but 
where there is an attending phy- 
sician and iie requests that no action 
be taken, no action is taken, except 
to report the cases. It is not in- 
tended to interfere in the relations 
of physician and patient where the 
physician assumes the responsibility 
of caring for his patient and of 
instructing him so that no harm 
will , ome to others. 

The Department in such cases 
neither visits nor assumes any sani- 
tary surveillance, except Where the 
patient lives in a tenement house or 
a lodging house, or where the physi 
cian requests that m> visit shall lie 
made by inspectors and is willing 
himself to deliver circulars of infer 
ination to his patie it or to furnish 

such equivalent information as is 
required to prevent the communica- 
tion of the disease to others. Such 
eases of t uberculosis as are discover 
(Ml and are nut under private treat- 
ment are under this system regular- 

tied by nurses who gi\ 
st motions and note the precautions 
against the spread of the disease, 
the character of the ventilation and 

sanitary arrangements and who give 

lo persons unable to purchase them 
sputum cups and paper napkins 
Through the special clinics and dis- 
pensaries for consumption and 
through such agencies as the Chari- 
ty Organization Society, milk and 
eggs are furnished to patients 
will benefit by such treatment 
who are themselves unable to 

for il. 

The fact that the New Yju-k 
Department of Health maintains 
a bacteriological laboratory to which 
private physicians may send sp 
mens of sputum for free examina- 
tion has always been considered a 
strong intluonoo in inducing physi 
elans to report cases since there is 
thus furnished to them the results 
of tests which it would be difficult 
and costly fer the private praotition • 
cr to obtain in any other way. In 
1906, 91,779 sputum examinations 

were made at the Depatment labora- 
tory.

From the tall flagpole a the en- 
trance to the grounds of Ihe Insti- 
tution, the flag drooped at half 
mast for three days last week, tell- 
ing to all the sad news of death. 

On Wednesday, April 24th, a 
good and steadfast, friend of the 
deaf passed to his eternal reward 
Mr. James O. Sheldon, for twenty 
seven years a member of the Board 
of Directors, and through all of 
that time an active official of the 
Executive Committee, died at his 
home, 12 East 40th Street, this city, 
at the advanced age of eighty-four 
years. 

Mr. Sheldon was born on June 
25th, 1823, in Windsor, and at 
the age of twenty-six he became a 
baukei and commission merchant 
in the firm of Wads worth A Sheldon. 
After retiring from business in 1855, 
he purchased the celebrated White 
Spring farm, at Geneva, N. Y., but 
in 1878 he returned to this city. 
Since then he had devoted his time 
largely to charitable work. 

He was a director of the Man- 
hattan Trust Company, and a 
member of the Union League and 
Downtown Clubs, the New England 
Society, the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, and the American Museum 
of Natural History. 

Idea being a Director of the 
New York Institution for the In- 
struction of the Deaf and Dumb, 
Mr. Sheldon was a member of the 
Board of Coventors of Ihe New 
York Hospital and of the Bloom 
lugdale Asylum, and a truster, ( ,f 
the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church. 

Mr. Sheldon was an accomplished 
scholar, a man of exceptional busi- 
ness ability and unquestioned in- 
tegrity, possessed of a sweetness of 
disposition and a sauvityof manner 
that made him beloved and honor 
ed by his associates, and a paternal 
kindness which endeared him to the 
hearts of the (leaf who remember his

The girl's allowance was then very 
liberal, .and the increase was refus- 
ed. She became morbid, hut since 
Sunday she had seemed unusually 
cheerful, and it was thought that 
her despondency had disappeared "

study 00 the fourth floor of Wissi- 
noming Hall, one of the dormitory 

buildings.

She lived for over 
30 minutes, and Dr. Johnson, 
physician of the infirmary, tried 
every means to revive her, but was 
unsuccessful."

cave, the formations within being 
the greatest of geological miracles. 
The trip underground in this na- 
tural cave is quite a mile in length, 
and as you reach the Gypsum 
Alcove the magnesium searchlight 
is flashed its entire length in the 
Crystal Palace, exposing the sur- 
face of rare forms of the purest 
white flowering alabaster.

I was informed that so many 
visitors to the grave of Helen Hunt 
were in the habit of carving their 
initials in the neighborhood, and re- 
moving stones from the beautiful 
mound as souvenirs, that her hus- 
band had the remains removed to a 
cemetery. The vandalism of relic 
hunters has thus caused the loss to 
the Canon of its chief spot of in- 
terest, the remains of one of the 
most beautiful characters that roam- 
ed the Rockies. 

The trail blazed by the Indians 
just to the east of the Falls, that 
leads a merry zizzag journey to and 
over the ciffs is used as a path for 
the mountain burros, who make the 
ascent with tourists on their backs, 
with comparative ease and without 
the least effort. Surely, these sure- 
footed little animals are interesting, 

say the least. /Helen Ifn 
burro is still living, but tourists are 
only permitted to mount him to have 
their photographs taken. 

Way up the cliffs can be seen the 
openings to dens once occupied by 
wild animals, impregnable to man, 
and here and there a narrow outline 
of paths traversed by mountain goats. 
Through a long piece of pipe, placed 
at an angle like a telescope, can be 
made out on the bare, colored 
granite, the face of an old man, the 
peculiar formation of the stone pre- 
senting such a sight.

All that day long the 
storm-clouds clung to the top of 
Pike's Peak with persistency, an in- 
dication that always presages a 
howling wind would sweep through 
Colorado Springs at the rate of 
twenty to sixty miles an hour, and 
whoops up the small pebbles, that 
strike the exposed parts of one's 
anatomy with the force of a bullet, 
and sting like the sting of a wasp. 
To Colorado's wind I would say: — 
" Stinging and miserable wind, All 
Hail! and Adieu!" It was a signal 
relief to the mind and body to find 
the wind entirely lacking at Mani- 
tou and Cheyenne Canon. Colo- 
rado's curse is its wind, sand, and 
dust storms, but the season for this 
misery breeding element is about 
over and beautiful summer, with its 
cooling mountain zephyrs and un- 
approachable climate, is about due. 
In my next letter I hope to say 
something about the great George- 
town Loop, the gold mining camps, 
the Switzerland Trail of America, 
where the train passes over heights 
two miles above sea level (imagine 
me whirling thrctgh space almost 
two miles above the city of New 
York, and you have some idea of 
distance), and the Foothills of the 
Rockies.

It ih proposed to srentes memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., l»y the ereotion of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deal-Mates. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Streot, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some tweuty-flv© feet back from the 
Line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church edifice and bo a center 
oT religious mil social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Callaudet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most lilting memorial to him that 

this work be now undertaken. St. 

Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
iiud will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and Industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial 1'urish Building" will 
M about WJO.OOO, and the building 
itself, in its positiou and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves; 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
